He denied that he had 
been called upon by a reporter w hile in that 
city. The Lieutenant-Governor seemed to be 
highly indignant at the charge of giving vent 
to rather indiscreet and indecent expressions. 
He said that when he received a message from 
Judge Houghton, of Los Angeles, that Governor 
Bartlett was dead, he at once consulted w ith 
Judge Puterbaugh, his San Di go attorney, as to 
his best course in event of the truth of the state­ 
m ent in 
Judge Houghton’s telegram. 
His 
counsel wished to first hunt up the law hearing 
on the case before giving an opinion. 
“ I thanked him.*’ said Mr. W aterman, “ and 
telling him to leave the books form e, or to send 
them to my hotel in ease I did not return, took 
my departure. 
“ Shortly afterw ard I met iu tire tcailing-room 
of the St. Jam es Hotel my old frieud Alberte, 
the San Diego correspondent o f the Chicago 
Inter-Ocran. We entered into a conversation 
concerning Governor B artlett's condition, and 
neither of us noticed iu the room a young 
stranger until he joined in the talk after I had 
abandoned the subject. I was surprised when 
this young m an addressed him self directly to 
me, and asked in rather a brusque m anner if I 
was going to Sacram ento to take the oatli in the 
the event of Mr. B artlett’s death. I answered, 
‘I suppose not; probably a Justice of the Peace 
would do just as well.’ T hat was all 1 said to 
him directly. In my conversation w ith Mr. 
Alberte I said 1 would give half my fortuue to 
see Governor Bartlett recover his health, and 
that my private affairs were of such m agnitude 
and in sueli a condition that it would lie alto­ 
gether too difficult for me to direct them and 
perform the duties of Governor also. 
The 
friendliness w hich exists lietween Mr. Bartlett 
and myself, too. would pain me more than 1 can 
express to have broken by his death. 
“ 1 his is all 1 said. Mr Alberte and I have 
said nothing of thesubject to any one since un­ 
til now. When 1 returned to my rooms from 
the hotel I found my law yer with iris books, and 
lie called my attention particularly to Section 
16, Article V. of the Constitution. After I had 
read this 1 told my counsel most positively that 
1 would not, nor liad 1 thought of taking uuy 
s.cps iu tile m atter until I had incom estible 
evidence of Governor Bartlett's death. 1 was 
very angry w hen I read the published account 
oi my alleged rem arks. 
1 tried to iiud the fel­ 
low who wrote it, but couldn't. 
•" 1 again say right now th at trnm the bottom 
of my heart 1 hope Governor Bartlett will re­ 
cover. I revere him and leel sincere affection 
for him . .Should he him self eall on me to at­ 
tend to his duties, I should do so, but under no 
other circum stances while lie is alive.” 
Mr. W aterm an will rem ain in this city. In 
the event of the Governor’s death he will"prob­ 
ably assume the oath of office here. 
Outside of 
his private secretary, who will in all likelihood 
be a South Californian, it is understood that he 
w ould m ake no changes.

Oakland has been trying for some 
time to sound the depths of her local legis­ 
lature’s depravity, but with indifferent suc­ 
cess. 
Possibly the bottom

touched in Monday’s action on the license 
question, but if so it is the fault of the 
opportunities, not of the Counciluien. 
The subject of high license has attracted 
much attention across the Bav. It was an 
issue in Lie election lujit March. Five 
wards against two voted in favor of an in­ 
crease in the rate. The plan had been tried 
with brilliant success in the East, where it 
had increased the revenues and eliminated 
low grog shops, and the Oaklanders saw no 
reason why they should not make it work 
equally well. The last Council promptly 
put up the license fee, in accordance with 
the popular verdict, but the saloon-keepers 
fought the increase in the Courts. The 
present Council was pledged to pass an 
amended ordinance which wdtlld remove 
the grounds for resistance, when, at Mon­ 
day's meeting, two members who had been 
profuse in their promises of fidelity to the 
will of the voters, silently went over to the 
liquor men, and the rates were cut down 
one-half. One of the two converts im ­ 
mediately went East, but the other, with 
more courage, stayed behind and invested 
$3.000 in a corner lot. 
The miK-nded ordinance was passed in 
silence. 
Not a word of explanation was 
offered by the men who so suddenly re­ 
lieved themselves of their pledges. After­ 
ward, however, the reporters succeeded in 
extracting some information from them. 
One of them said, with much plausibility, 
that it was a m atter o f" dollars aud cents,” 
but he was less happy in explaining just 
how the dollars and cents affected the m at­ 
ter. He thought that the action was due 
to a desire to relieve the city treasury. To 
the nublic the nature of the relief seems 
different. Tlie other said that the low 
license could be enforced and the high 
license could not. 
_ Of course these excuses are laughable. 
The condition of the city treasury was just 
as well known when these men pledged 
themselves to high license as it is now. All 
experience shows that a high rate can he 
enforced as e.is:ly as a low one when once 
the saloon-keepers have been taught that 
the people are in earnest. 
If the fact that 
a tax is fought is to be sufficient reason for 
its abandonment, there will bean unprece­ 
dented crop of delinquencies. The real 
reasons of the Oakland Councilnien are 
much less transparent than those they 
have offered tlie public.—S. /■’.

OF “ BLANKET" NEWS. 
Says the Stockton Independent: “The 
New York Critic censures the so-called new 
school journalists for the space wasted in 
their papers on unlmitortant subjects, and 
is particularly severe on the rubbishy cable 
dispatches in the great metropolitan pajters. 
The same tendency to verbosity Is plain in 
the ordinary press dispatches in which the 
agents sometimes attempt to usurp the 
editorial prerogative and comment on the 
news; to indulge in grandiloquence and 
fine sentiment where facts, vital facts, are 
what newspaper men want.” The capacity 
to discriminate between news and twaddle 
is not given to all. Some few have the 
news instinct inborn, but he who looks at 
news gathering and reporting from his own 
Standpoint only, has much to learn. The 
true news reporter immediately considers 
the value of news from the |>osition of the 
clientage of readers he is addressing. This 
involves a peculiar talent; the capacity to 
lie wholly impersonal; to study and learn 
the tastes and desires of readers and to 
cater to them. As a rule the simple state­ 
ment o! fact is the very l>c\t order of news 
reporting. All attempts at adornment are 
crippling; comment, where the impres­ 
sions of the reporter are of value, should 
invariably be kept free from the recital of 
fact. Tbis will tend to eliminate verbosity, 
verbiage and a florid style. A peculiar art 
in news reporting is that which enables 
the reporter to make negatives of news 
value. 
For it is not by any means 
the affirmative alone that is news, 
a fact many young rejKirters fail to 
comprehend. Certainly what the world of 
readers ¡11 this day want in news rejorts is 
fact plainly, concisely stated. Verbosity, 
padding, surplus of verbiage have had the ill 
effect to prevent reading in detail. So it 
has come about that five readers of news 
out often content themselves with reading 
the headlines of lengthy news reports. As 
a result they receive only the thought, the 
fancy or the wit of the man who, in the 
hurry of duty and under the pressure of 
newspaper “ rush,” prepares the headings 
and the syllabi of the reports. That this 
style of reading news—and “ scanning” is 
little better—is the worst possible method 
of reading is undeniable, and that the 
blanket style ol newspaj>er most largely 
contributes to the vicious practice goes 
without saying. The evil is not confined 
to immediate bounds; it cultivates disrel­ 
ish for deliberate reading of any kind, and 
stimulates the nervous and hasty method 
of “ getting through” a book or a pajier. 
The blanket newspaper and the blanket 
dispatches, with their insufierable “ pad­ 
ding”—an ocean of words and a rivulet of 
news and thought—are absolute injuries. 
A g r e a t deal of gush has lieen wrjjtAf.fi" 
i'llÉllil English tongue »l>out ItfjfHT.it; so 
of lilt- ’MrSOUW 'Tiazctte. Now, 
while he was a genius, a man of brilliant 
parts and high attainments, he was by no 
means a demi-god in literature, journalism 
or politics. He wrote with vigor, cer­ 
tainly, but why not, with all the power of 
the Kussias at his back ? He represented 
the absolutism of the Czar and the 1111- 
liending policy of the haughty govern­ 
ment of Russia. He could not, therefore, 
have been independent in the sense in 
which independence and “ spirit” arc 
Understood in America. The doctrines 
which Katkoff advocated would sink all 
republics and wreck free governments- for­ 
ever, if they could he put into universal 
force. The patriotic Pole is not likely to 
esteem Katkofl' a great man, since he 
denied that self-government is a human 
right. His Gazette was really the voice of 
tyrannous power and unmerciful iiatred 
of any one who dared to doubt the wisdom 
of Russian governmental policies. Had 
he been a priest, tolerance would have 
been an unknown virtue with him. He 
was a political Calvinist, and anathema­ 
tized every Russian who dared to think for 
himself, in a direction divergent from 
the cn iwn policy. He was a man of great 
personal power, indomitable energy anil 
stubborn will. 
He made the Gazette 
known the world over, and its opinions 
morefeared than respected at home. 
But 
that American adoration of this journalistic 
light and Russian leader should be mani- 
ieM, is not creditable to American intelli­ 
gence and judgment of what constitutes 
the great man. The autocrats in Russia 
may very well pay tribute to Katkofl’s 
memory ; it may he difficult for them to 
find another who can do them such emi­ 
nent service. 


lr is an old and worn-out proverb, but 
as true to-day as ever, that “ the car makes 
the most noise when one looks his way.’’ 
There are small souls in plenty in this 
world who are forever snarling at the heels 
of others simply to attract their attention, 
and who are happy if they receive no 
more than a kick.

The weightier 
considerations of life and its activities 
lifted him above the atmosphere in which 
the curs barked at him. If men, conscious 
o'' the integrity and soundness of their 
course, give ear to ail that is said of them, 
and determine to strike hack whenever any 
of the people of l.illiput exert themselves 
in fruitless assault, they will presently find 
time for no other employment. Leave the 
little things of worry and the little assail­ 
ants to sting themselves to death. Chaose

■LOCAL JNTELUGENCE. 


The Auditor Files His Answer. 
City Auditor McKee, through his coun­ 
sel—City Attorney H art and Catlin & 
White—filed yesterday his answer to the 
complaint of J. T. Griffitts, 1’resident of 
the Hoard of Fire Commissioners, who on 
Wednesday brought suit to have him re­ 
strained from drawing warrants allowed at 
the meeting of Commissioners Cronan and 
Slater, in the sick-chamber of the former, 
W ednesday morning. 
In the answer it is 
admitted that the meeting was held, and 
that it was called by George W. Jackson 
the Secretary of the Hoard, and that Messrs! 
Cronan and Slater were present, but Mr. 
Griffitts was not. Also, that claims to the 
am ount of $1,963 43 were audited and 
returned to the Auditor that he might 
draw warrants in favor of the owners of 
said claims, it denies, however, that it was 
a “ preten-’ed” meeting, and asserts that it 
was a proper, regular and lawful meeting, 
called by Mr. Jackson, acting as Secretary 
of the Board, at the instance of Conran and 
Slater, acting as a majority of the Hoard. 
Dee notice, it is alleged, was given to 
Griffitts of the time and place, by Jackson 
and Slater, on the 30th of August, and it was 
not, therefore, for want of notice that plain­ 
tiff was prevented from being present. It 
L» also denied that the regular meeting held 
on the 30th of August was adjourned until 
September 39th, or any other named time 
or day, by the President of the Hoard, or 
in any other way. It is alleged that the 
hills and accounts were proper and lawful 
claims against the Fire Department fund, 
accruing during August, and that $1,525 of 
the total was for monthly salaries of officers 
and employes ;of the department. The 
delay in the payment of the latter will, it 
is claimed, impair the efficiency of the de­ 
partm ent in its active duties in protecting 
the property of the city from injury by tire. 
Defendant a3ks that the injunction restrain­ 
ing him from drawing warrants for the 
amounts be dissolved, and that he receive 
costs of suit. 


SeriotiH Accident. 
About H o’clock last evening Mrs. H. S. 
Burns took Mrs. G. W . Morrill, Misses 
Lulu and Adelaide Durvall, and 
her 
daughter, little Irene -Burns, aged about 3 
years, out for a buggy ride in her two- 
seated vehicle. They were going along 
Eighth, street between G and II. when 
their horse sided at a bonfire. One of the 
other ladies, in an effort to assist Mrs. 
Bum s in controlling the animal, caught 
hold of one of the lines and pulled in such 
a manner that the vehicle was cramped al­ 
most to upsetting, and all its occupants 
were thrown out. Mrs. Bunts had’ her 
hip dislocated and suffered a severe scalp 
wound.

If any one two weeks ago would have 
predicted the boom that has come so sud­ 
denly upon us, he would have been looked 
upon as a fit subject for the insane asylum. 
We all looked for it, we all expected it, but 
the suddenness of the attack in an unpre­ 
pared moment rather knocked everybody 
out in the first round. As a consequence 
there were two or three days of unpar­ 
alleled excitement. Everybody was en­ 
deavoring to get in at any price, and lots 
went up on the market regardless to loca­ 
tion or desirability for residence purposes. 
As a result many trades were made at the 
inception of the boom that could not be 
made to-day. The people were wild with 
excitement, and a “ grain of san d ” sold 
for a dollar anywhere—at least a ten-cent 
option could be obtained for it. This class 
of business settled down in two days, aud 


THE ST EADY ADVANCE OF PRICE, 
The constantly increasing 
demand for 
eealty came a'.ong until now a dozen real 
estate firms cannot handle the volume of 
business. 
The boom yesterday was the 
best of the entire week; solid business men 
were putting their money up for farm 
lands. 
The capitalist front abroad was 
planking down his twenty dollar pieces for 
Sacramento fruit lands. 
The Los Angeles 
land sharp was taking in suburban tracts, 
and chuckling over the thoughts of the 
immense profits lie was sure to make, as 
he carefully tucked the deeds away in his 
pocket. 
The gentleman from Orange was 
here, and buoght lands along the American 
that is sending fruit almost daily to New 
York. 
He says: “ «Franges will do, but 
for a regular diet give nte the delicious 
fruit of Northern and Central California.” 


THE SOLID BOOM. 
Many people on the street Monday pre­ 
dicted that the bottom would drop out of 
the market inside of two days. Their idea 
of a boom is a peculiar one. 
An Auburn gentleman, speaking on 
booms, said : “ My idea of a boom is not a 
feverish excitement incident to wild specu­ 
lation and lasting only for a week or two, 
at the end of which some one is out and 
injured, but it is an influx of actual settlers 
who buy land with a knowledge of what it 
is worth to them with regard to either 
its producing capacity or its desirability 
in the particulars of location and climate. 
All three of these considerations may en­ 
ter into the valuation of a piece of prop­ 
erty. The kind of a boom wanted here is 
one which will attract a good class of peo­ 
ple who want to live here because our pro­ 
ductions and climate are unexcelled any­ 
where. The way to bring them here is to 
put what we have to sell into shupe for the 
market by subdivision ar.d improvements, 
and then let them know that we bavelit. 
They will not come unless some of our 
business men take hold of this thing and 
do something to attract attention.” 


SACRAMENTO LEADS. 
E. W. Hale, of the firm of Hale Bros. 
A Co., Ninth and K streets, came up from 
San Jose yesterday. His firm owns prop­ 
erty and are doing business in this city, 
Stockton, San Jose and Los Angeles. W hile 
his headquarters are in Sacramento, he 
makes frequent trips to the other points, 
and is well acquainted with the business 
prosperity of each, the proper valuation of 
property, and can judge as to its future. In 
his estimation, Sacramento is far in the 
lead of all its competitors, so far as its loca­ 
tion, business and future is concerned. 
This boom, in his opinion, is no boom at 
all. but simply a forerunner of the good 
times coming. W hen he learned that the 
Central House property, sixty feet front, 
had sold for$500 a front foot, he manifested 
much surprise, and said there was not a 
piece of property on K street, from Fourth 
to Tenth, that was not worlh $1,600 a front 
foot, and corner lots were worth more. 
In 
San Jose, he said, a town not half so good 
as Sacramento, with no prospects for the 
future to compare witli that of this section, 
city property rates almost twice as high, 
not unfrequently selling for $1,500 a front 
foot.

and oak are almost untouched, and where 
the railroads put them within two hours of 
the Capitol. Individuals who foresaw the 
coming of the bqpm, and bonded foothill 
farms, are reaping a veritable golden har­ 
vest, while there yet remains mknv acres of 
Government land subject to pre-emption. 
Judge H. A. Mayhew, of Red Blug, is in­ 
vesting in property in this city. He has 
bought the Painter property, I’ street, be­ 
tween Eighteenth and N ineteenth; the 
Pi eston- property.

The geo­ 
graphy of this State is not well known in 
the Last, and half of the people there know 
nothing except Los Angeles. Mr. Harmon, 
in conversation with a reporter yesterday, 
said that while in Chicago he passed a fruit 
market near the Tribune building, where 
quite a crowd had gathered. Upon inquiry 
lie learned that the attraction was a lot of 
fine California peaches, which the dealer 
had just placed on exhibition. The dealer 
was asked where they were from, and he 
replied “ From California.” Upon being 
asked what part, he said he thought that 
they were from Los Angeles. Mr. Harmon 
said he thought the time had come for him 
to show his loyalty to the north, and turn­ 
ing around the 'box showed the brand, 
which was, “ Newcastle, Placer county, 
California.” 
H e then explained to the 
citizens, who were anxious to know where 
was located the land that produced such 
luscious golden fruits, that Newcastle was a 
few miles from Sacramento, but over 500 
from Los Angeles. One gentleman, who 
has been reading pamphlets from the south, 
asked Mr. Harmon in what part of Los A n­ 
geles was California located.
